Petermann  Stores 

Albert  Petermann  was  an  early  pioneer  in  chain  stores.  He  had  5  stores  in  the  Copper  Country. 

All  were  general  stores  with  clothes,  food  and  hardware.  They  were  situated  in  the  outlying  copper 
hamlets  of  Northern  Houghton  and  Keweenaw  counties.  The  5  communities  where  stores  were 
located  were  -  Allouez,  Gay,  Kearsarge,  Mohawk  and  Phoenix.  Each  store  had  5  tokens  of  different 
size  (like  our  coinage  system)  -  1£,  5£,  10£,  25£,  50£  and  $1.00.  You  could  distinguish  the  different 
stores  by  the  large  letter  -  A,  G,  K,  M  or  P.  Most  tokens  are  brass,  although  I  have  several  which 
are  of  a  light  annodized  metal. 

I  have  accepted  the  challenge  of  trying  to  complete  the  30+  token  set.  All  of  the  stores  are  gone 
with  the  people  who  patronized  them.  Many  older  residents  remember  them.  They  served  their 
•  patrons  well.

NOTES  ON  MICHIGAN  CIVIL  W AH  TOKENS  NO.  1 


In  order  to  encourage  more  member  activity  in  MICH-TAMS,  special 
interest  groups  are  now  being  formed.  This  "one-pager"  will  be  the  forum 
of  Michigan  Civil  War  token  collectors.  I-  will  act  as  contributing 
editor.  The  idea  behind  the  "Notes"  is  to  collect  and  publish  the  obser¬ 
vations,  research  and  stories  on  Michigan  Civil  War  storecards  that 
nearly  every  collector  has.  I  strongly  encourage  other  collectors  to 
write  me  about  Michigan  Civil  War  tokens.  The  only  rule  is  one  of  style; 
please  identify  a  topic  and  make  it  the  lead  item  for  your  note. 

HOW-TO-COLLECT-Most  collectors  begin  by  trying  to  get  one  token^fron^ 
each  of_ 55  Michigan  towns.  Advanced  collectors  will  try  to  collect  the 
263  merchants  (including  IND260A  and  0K175O •  *ore  advanced  Michigan 
collectors  will  collect  all  the  different  obverses  in  Fuld  or  perhaps 
everything,  i.e.,  at  least  1305  different  combinations  of  obverse  axes, 
reverse  dies,  merchants  and  metals.

Description 
in  Fuld  does  not  list  city,  but  picture  shows  inscription  of 
"FR  BEER  DET" .  Token  undated  with  diesinker  unknown,  reverse 
indicates  Behr  ran  a  bowling  alley.  Did  Behr  run  one  between 


1661-64?
